Presentations

For eocample, 
we had a predominance of key personnel to hear Col, Sheffield 
Edwards, ADD/Security. The caliber of the audience for items 
like ’’procurement and sv?)ply’' was con^icuously different. 

When we are scheduling persons from each office, it will be very 
easy for us to get not only the names but also the grades, 
in that way we will have a solid gauge of the type of persons 
attending.
